atus, is attending a convention of 
the General Electric company at As- 
sociation Island, I>ak?

Historic steps are being taken by 


Great Britain and the United States 
touching their future relations .and the 
outlawry of war. Immediately 
upon 


receipt of Ramsay MacDonald's an- 
nouncement that his government had 
curtailed its naval construction pro- 
gram by cancelling the building of five 
war vessels under way, President Hoo- 
ver issued an order postponing con- 
struction of three cruisers to be started 
this fail. The American program pro- 
vides for the building of five light 
'cruisers during each of the next three 
fiscal years. 


President Hoover's act is in an ac- 


knowledgement of the 
goodwill and 


positive intention of the' British gov- 
ernment indicated by Mr. McDonald 
and~a desire upon-the part -of the Unit- 
ed States "to show equal good will" in 
the approach to the problem of dis- 
armament. These exchanges are_of the 
greatest significance, for they imply 
confidence in the ability-of, .the two 
governments to reach an agreement 
based upon-a preliminary "understand- 
ing as to p'arity. 
They also register 


good faith-jind a bonafidV'determina- 
tionJto attain definite results. - 


The peoples of the two nations have 


been led to believe that the formal dis- 
cussion of disarmament soon to-take- 
place-is hypothecated on the proposi- 
tion that there -will never be war be- 
tween them. While-there-is iro power 
that "can bind such a purpose, it is nev- 
ertheless a reaspnab'le-hypothesis alto- 
gether likely o? fulfillment. So far as 
the future can be penetrated at this 
time, there is nothing on which to con- 
template war and everything on which 
to expect peace. Anx agreement grow- 
ing out of this formula is hardly likely 
to jeopardize the interests or security 
of, either nation. Indeed, the benefits to 
Great Britain should be the larger for 
there is no doubt that we could out- 
strip her in'naval competition. 


-It may be accepted as morally cer- 


tain that the United States and Great 
Britain are about to reach an under- 
standing for genuine and substantial 
reduction of naval armamerit^That tTiis* 
agreement -will Have a profound influ- 
ence on the other naval "powers and 
will induce them to join in the under- 
taking would seem to be assured. With 
this assurance the whole international 
picture undergoes a radical change. 
Whereas following the failure of the 
Geneva conference and up to within a 
few weeks ago the world was pessimis- 
tic as to armament reduction and all 
nations were in fact engaged in a 
further expansion of their navies, the 
outlook today is for a complete rever- 
sal of policy. This policy is predicated 
on peace-raindedness and is the pro- 
duct of statesmanship of a high order. 
A large measure of credit is due to the 
prescience .arid courage of that great 
humanitarian leader, Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. He knew what to expect from 
the United States, but the course he 
elected involved a wide departure from 
British policy up to the time of the re- 
cent change in government.

among six of the seven states, in the 
Colorado valley has noAv been settled 
by the ratification of a compact by 
California, New Mexico, Utah, Xe- 
vada, 
Colorado and Wyoming. Ari- 


zona is still unsatisfied, but it is hoped 
that differences between that state and 
California can be arranged eventually 
to the satisfaction of each. The ratifica- 
' tion of this compact removes a barrier 
which has stood in the way of con- 
•truction of the Boulder-Dam by the 
federal government. It does not settle 
the question of the control and use ofv 
the vast water-power resources which 
will be developed there. 


The Boulder danrbill enacted by 


^congress some months ago suggested 


courses of action and left the se- 


lection, of one of them up-to the secre- 
tary of the interior. One of these would 
have the government build a power 
plant autl lease it uii.t l/> unit 10 differ- 
ent bidders, public or private. Another 
would have the government build a 
plant and operate it itself, wholesaling 
power at the switchboard. The third 
method would have the government 
receive bids on the water rights at the 
dam, 
letting the highest bidder, which 


could only be a private company, con- 
struct and operate the plant, selling 
part of its power to cities or districts, 
or not, as it saw fit. 


It is probable that Secretary Wilbur 


will first ask for bids on poAver devel- 
opment. If no satisfactory bids are re- 
ceived, he will proceed with another 
pian. It is reassuring to know that the 
construction of the dam itself, with the 
protection against floods and the pro- 
vision of irrigation water it will assure, 
need not be held up in the meantime. 


TOO MUCH CLERICALISM 


Bishop James-Cannon, Jr., comment- 


ing upon George W. Wickersham's 
proposals for prohibition enforcement, 
after commenting favorably upon the 
plan to divide federal and state juris- 
diction, says: "He tied up this pro- 
posed division of enforcement activities 
with the further statement, 'national 
and state laws might be modified so as 
to become reasonably enforceable.' 
Here we have haze and uncertainty 
and not only possible but actual, pres- 
ent defeatism, flatly declared, for cer- 
tainly the natural interpretation of Mr. 
"Wickersham's language is that nation- 
al and state laws are not now reason- 
ably-enforced." 


Here wehave' a" presentation of one 


extreme oTthe prohibition controversy. 
It is the extreme of the advanced cler- - 
ical attitude and of religious1 intoler- 
ance toward'social habits and free mor- 
al selection. No one could assert that 
prohibition ]aws are now "reasonably 
enforced," yet Bishop Cannon is un- 
willing to • concede that -there is any- 
thing wrong with enforcement or that 
there is any need of'modifying the na- 
tional and state policies with reference 
to liquor. He proposes to force prohibi- 
tion on the country regardless of 
whether'it is enforceable or whether 
the people want it. Anything to his 
mind is "defeatist" which has to, do 
with modification, • or with control of 
the liquor traffic-in any other way than 
by absolute interdiction. He is .blind 
to the fact that he himself is xmreason- 
able and unintelligent in his concep- 
tion of the prohibition problem. 


Control of liquor is not an ecclesias- 


tical responsibility nor is it a function 
of religious authority. It is exclusively, 
one for state action, just as temperance 
is a matter of education. 
There has 


been altogether too much interference 
by the church in the prohibition dis- 
pute, too great an attempt to dictate to 
the government and to usurp its pow- 
er. Prohibition would have had a better 
chance to succeed, provided it had any 
chance, if the church and church dig- 
nitaries had kept out of it. Whenever 
the church attempts to substitute its 
authority for personal liberty and po- 
litical responsibility it instantly dis- 
credits itself and arouses opposition. 
Just such statements as, Bishop Can- 
non has made with reference to the 
Wickersham letter add to popular re- 
vulsion against ecclesiastical tyranny 
and intolerance and increase the de- 
mand for modification of prohibition.

after the steam engine replaces the electric. He 
takes the Century up to Albany in the afternoon 
and brings the Empire State Limited back at 
night. 


The latter trip is even faster than the first. To 


maintain the scheduled average of speed of 50.4 
miles per hour it is necessary to make more than 
65 miles most of the way. 


Thus in less than four hours of actual travel 


ing, 
Butterfield makes his daily trip of 220 miles 


and is back at 9 p. m. in the home he left ai 
noon.

During his 39 years as an engineer Bob Butter 


flld has had many celebrities in his safe-keeping 
including Theodore Roosevelt, Charles Evans 
Hughes and William Howard-Jaft. 
He recog 


nizes many of the ordinary passengers as regu 
lar commuters between New York and Chicago. 


A newspaper man recently made the trip in 


Butterfield's cab, along a sunlit strip of river 
mountains and blue sky. 


"Don't you think I'm a lucky mug," the en 


gineer shouted over the din of the train, "with 
a job 'like mine, an engine like this—tearing 
along through the country" like this?" He point 
ed to the sneed indicator.

POSTOFFIOE ORGANIZED 


One hundred and fifty-four years ago today, on 


July 26, 1775, the Continental Congress establish 
ed a postofflce department with Benjamin Frank- 
lin in charge as postmaster general. 


Franklin';was authorized to establish a line of 


posts from 
Falmouth, Me,,--to Savannah, Ga 


and as many "cross posts &s might seem to him 
necessary. 
' 


In 1792 rates of postage for letters were fixed 


which remained unaltered for nearly half a cen- 
tury. They were: for 30 miles and under, 6 cents; 
over 30 miles and not exceeding- 60 miles, 8 cents; 
over 60 miles and not exceeding 100 miles 10 
cents, and so on UD to 450 miles and over for 
which the charsre was 25 cents'. 


In 1845" the rates were lowered and a scale 


based on -weight as well as distance was dapoted. 


The element of distance as a factor in fixing 


rates was abolished in 1855, and a uniform rate 
of 3 cents was established for letters not exceed- 
ing one-half ounce m weight. 


There was no house-to-house delivery service 


in the first postal system in the United States. 
The mail was'sent from town to town by horse- 
back and the residents called at the local post 
omce for all their mail.

Naturally the neighbors objected. 


First they made their 
objections 


vocal by catcalls, but the musicians 
answered this by such ear splitting 
music that every other sound was 
drowned out. 


Then the neighbors got together 


and_eigne<3._a "round robin" of pre- 
tesfrfiointing out that these concerts 
night after Bight from midnight till 
dawn interfered with their sleep and 
asking that they be discontinued. 


Muriel Draper, who tells the story, 


never once seems to get "an inkling 
of an idea that the point of view of 
these protesting neighbors may have 
been reasonable. She seems to be a 
person ,who has never once in her 
life been compelled to work for her 
living. At dawn she and her friends 
went to bed and slept most of the 
day" away. She does not understand 
that ~those hours of sleep were in- 
conceivably precious to people who 
had to get up in the cold grey dawn 
to go to work. 


Mrs. Draper in other parts of her 


book can become exceedingly sen- 
timental over wrongfully suspecting 
a servant of having stolen a gem 
from her. She is soft-hearted over 
:he sorrows of others. If she had 
taken food or anything else away 
4rom people she would have been 
greatly concerned and would have 
made restitution. 


But stealing sleep—when it is a 


matter of gratifying her passion for 
music—that is quite another thing. 
Yet sleep may be more precious than 
food and drink. It often is to people 
who are forced to get up in the early 
dawn. 


Instead of showing sympathy with 


;hese people and their 
reasonable 


request Mrs. Draper takes the mat- 
ter up with an^ attorney. 
She has 


nothing but /scorn for those 
who 


signed the petition. Wasn't she pro- 
viding in her house the greatest mu- 
sic that was to be had in the world? 


That is always supposed to be the 


perfect excuse. A novelist or a poet 
s a selfish brute and stops just 
short C(f crime in invading the rights 
>f others. But 
remember, we are 


old, 
that he is a great genius; that 


s the price we must pay for the 
product of his pen. He is not to be 
udged by ordinary standards. 
I have come into collision now and 


again with people of that type and 


confess that no amount of genius 


las ever been able to reconcile me 
o selfishness and brutality. In the 
case of Mrs. Draper, no matter how 
great the musicians she collected 
under her roof and no matter how 
efined her own appreciation of mu- 
ic, a vigorous spanking would have 
ieen wholesome. And m the case of 
.11 geniuses who make their talent 
a cloak for selfishness, similar treat- 
ment would not be out oi place.

West Better Than South 


Menasha—The evolution of a $300,- 


000 bridge is no more exciting to 
Jim Marlborough, who has been 
building them for 42 years, than the 
evolution of a loaf of bread is to 
a baker. 


Thursday afternoon, the 
so-nh 


wing of the new Tayco-st bridge, 
•which never yet had rested hori- 
zontally, was lowered for the first 
time. Employees of the mill acro&s 
the way spent their 
lunch hour 


watching its crawling descent, pass 
ers by over the footbridge paused 
to lean on the rail and crane their 
necks; even the workmen whose 
hand labor was pushing the wheel 
that lowered the bridge, 
circled 


merrily like guards lifting a draw- 
bridge after a long siege. 


"It's just a toy," said Mr. Marl- 


borough, who has built bridges a 
mile long, and mopped his forehead 
as he looked at the plaj thing fo- 
a long time has bound his attention 
from fishing and camping trips to 
measurements and specifications. 


Mr. Marlborough has built bridges 


in e-very state in the union as well 
as in Canada and Mexico. His bridge 
boys-and he—with a few old timers 
they form a vertible troupe travel- 
ing from job to job—have found 
the west a pleasant place for bridge 
building, the north a beautiful place, 
but pray heaven to keep them from 
the south.

DOESN'T LIKE ARKANSAS

upon the white laborer for doing so. 


Segregation of the Negro is not 


the only discrimination in Arkansas. 
Separate hotels keep traveling sales- 
men and gentlemen of leisure from 
polluting themselves with the com- 
mon labor, 


Mr. Atarlborough told of a back- 


woods boarding house where all the 
guests slept in the same room. The 
hostess allowed this convenience to 
the women that she let them choose 
their beds before the blacksmith or 
the hired man. 


The lunch pails that were put up 


for the laborers were modern inso- 
far as they stood for uniformity.

2) expectorate either on the ball or 
on his glove; (3) rub the ball on his 


love, person or clothing; (4) deface 


the ball in any manner: or to deliver 
what is called the "shine" ball, 
'spit'1 ball, and "mud" ball, or "em- 
ery" ball. 


The intent of the change was to 


provide 
in 
every 
possible 
way 


against premeditated mutilation of 
:he cover of the ball. 
"Mutilation" 


meant altering the texture of the 
cover by some process used by the 
pitcher. It 
also was 
to^ provide 


against deliberate expectoration on 
the ball which was disgusting, un- 
sanitary and a menace to health. 
There were catchers "who were af- 
fected by the spit ball. The habit had 
no place in a civilized game. 


It was never 
intended that 
the 


natural hazards of baseball were to 
be included as forbidden. The more 
that the ball becomes soiled, as it

Washington—OP)—Hope that lep- 


rosy may be eradicated from the 
United States 
through 
increased 


knowledge of chaulmoogra oil ther- 
apy and further research into the 
way in which the disease is trans- 
mitted was expressed today by Sur- 
geon General Camming of the pub- 
lic health service. 


Among the latest ingredients to be 


combined with the oil in experi- 
mentation is iodine, he said, citing 
a new report on the work being car- 
ried on under the supervision of Dr. 
N. E. Wayson at the leprosy investi- 
gation station of the public health 
service in Kalihi, Hawaii. 


At the same time, Dr. Gumming 


announced that three more former 
sufferers from leprosy are to be re- 
leased this week from the Lepros- 
arium at Carville, La. This brings 
tiio total of eas°«! arrested in eteht 
years to 48. he said, and among 
them only one has been readmitted 
for treatment. 


"The disease is gradually being 


conquered," he declared. 


"Treatment with chemical derivita- 


tives of chaulmoogra oil is providing 
to be useful, and with further stu- 
dies the therapy should be improved, 
and the disease finally eradicated in 
this country." 


Pointing out that children have 


been born at Carville of parents af- 
flicted with the disease, and have 
been prevented from contracting it, 
he observed that exposure through 
association appeared to be the most 
important faction in transmission. 
One new theory is that it is contract- 
ed through the respiratory tract. 


Extensive studies going forward 


in Louisiana and Hawaii include work 
with groups of patients and many 


experiments with rats. Besides the 
addition of iodine to chaulmoogra 
oil, cod liver oil administered sep- 
arately is being tried out and one 
group of patients is being subjected 
to minor induced fever to speed up 
body processes. 
The latter attempt 


was tried after it was found that 
with local inflammation following 
injections of the oils, the primary 
disease appeared to subside.

worse both north and south of the 
Canadian boundary, wheat firing and 
wilting. A sample telegram from a 
leading crop expert stated that for 
miles in the neighborhood of Water- 
town, S. D., wheat will not average 
much more than seed, and that large 
areas are a total failure. 


Disappointingly small 
yields 
of 


wheat were reported today as far 
south as Nebraska, where 100 dif- 
ferent stations sent word of much 
below average returns. Meanwhile, 
crop advances from Europe and from 
southein hemisphere 
countries 
re- 


mained pessimistic, and Argentine 
cables made mention of fears of a 
general labor strike, with such a dis- 
turbance already - begun in at least 
one city. "Under such circumstances

grain were surpassed before big pro- 
fit taking sales led to something of 
a reaction. 
"The new corn crop delivery went 
Into new hi0h ground on the crop 
this morning with liberal short cov- 
ering and new investment buying, 
with thr bulge in wheat the principal 
incentive.

liam D. Mitchell of Minnesota, at- 
torney general. 


The two selections dovetailed in a 


peculiar manner. Recent disclosures 
have pretty well established 
that 


William Howard Taft, chief justice 
Of the United States, provided coun- 
sel in each case. One version pointed 
him out as the originator of the 
suggestion that Mr. Mitchell 
be 


named to succeed John Garibaldi 
Sargent.

cult task that faced Mr. Hoover in

had he desired the appointment. 


Personally, Hoover and 
Stimson 


•were strangers, but the President- 
elect knew of his services as war

was tendered and accepted.
